1 . The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in puUic 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morroney 
(6416045). 

Monroney discloses a clamping apparatus having a box-shaped casing (10), a 
clamping member (22), a detector device (70), sensor actuating means (62), and 
a pluralitity of indexing members (82 since the comb shaped element is not 
clearly defined or limited by structure the shape of the prior art reads on the 
element). 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dellach 
eta! (6557841). 

Dellach et al disclose a clamping apparatus having a box-shaped casing (10). a 
clamping member (20), a detector device (not shown), sensor actuating means (44), 
and a pluralitity of Indexing members (58 comb shape).

4. Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in Independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
